STOLEN IN LAST TWO YEARS 


Corporations and Individuals iIn- 
volved in the Scandal—Secre- 
tary Garfield Asks for $500,- 
000 to Aid in Recover- 
ing the Lands.

Washington, January !8.—Information 
of a startling character, of alleged 


wholesale and astounding frauds upon 
the public lands, has come into the 
possession of Secretary of the Interior 
Garfield, through special agénts in the 
field. The serious allegation is made 
that approximately $110,000,000 worth 
lands, in states principally west of the 
Mississippi river, have been fraudu-~- 
lently acquired within the past two 
years by corporations and Mmdividuals. 

With a view of recovering these 
lands, Secretary Garfield sent today let- 

‘ters to Chairmen Hale and Tawney, of 
the senate and house apropriations 
committées, respectively, asking for an 
additional appropriation of $500,000, 
which if granted, with that already 
aeked for, will give the department 
$1,000,000 for that purpose. 

It is stated that there is reasonable 
prospect of recovering much of this al- 
leged fraudulently acquired land, if the 

. appropriation is promptly made. It 
also is pointed out that, while a million 
dollars ‘may seem large it is not one 

‘per cent of the commercial value of the 
land which the government may hope) 
to recover.

The Oil Company Must Pay Texas 
$1,623,900 and Get Out of State.

Held by Receiver Ap- 
pointed by Texas. 


Washington, January |8.—The supreme¢ 
court of the United States today af- 
firmed the decree of the state courts of 
Texas, imposing a fine of $!,623,900 on 
the Waters-Pierce Oi] Company of St. 
Louis, and ousting it from the state on 
the charge of violating the Texaa/ anti- 
trust law. : 

Under State Anti-Trust Law. 

The action was begun in the state 
courts under the state anti-trust laws 
end resulted in a verdict directing tne 
cancellation of the company’s permit to 
do business in the state and fixing 4 
penalty of $1,623,900 for the violation 
of the laws from the time that the 
permit was: issued on May 3!/, !900, un- 
til April 24, !907, when the action was 
begun. 7 . 

The bill charged that the company had: 
violated the state's laws every day since 
it had entered the state through a con- 
spiracy with the Standard Of] Company 
of New Jersey to control the oj] busi- 
ness in Texas, but the company denied 
the charge and in addition eaid that if 
it vielated the law it was not amenabie, 
because the business transacted was of 
an interstate character and, therefore, 
eudvjiect only to control by the United 
States authorities.

1S DESTROYED 


Spring Hill College, Large 
Jesuit Institution, Burned 
to Ground, 


Mobile, Ala., January Iié&—Fire this 
morning that started at 6:26 o’clock’ 
almost entirely destroyed that famous 
educational institution of learning, 
Spring Hill college, situated on top of 
a high plateau about seven miles from 
the city, with a heavy Ioss.

lt is learned from a source close to 
s0overnor-elect Josaph M. Brown that he 
proposes to make it his policy in the 
matter of deciding such appointments 
as he may halve! to make during his 
administration, to consult and to con- 
form to, wherever possible, the wishes 
of those most concerned in the charac- 
ter @nd personality of the appointee. 

To enable him better to carry out this 
policy in the matter of appointments 
affecting the various counties of the 
State, is one of his purposes in making 
his present tour of Georgia. “He {is de- 
sirous of becoming as widély as pos- 
sible acquainted with those who may 
become applicants before him for po- 
sitions which he, will have to fill, as 
well as with thd people generally over 
the state whose interests are to be sub- 
served. , 

For example, in the maiter of making 
appointments to such offices as those 
of adjutant general and others in con- 
nection with the military establishment 
of the state, the friend who is author- 
ity for this information states that he 
will make it his policy to name those 
who the national guard believes will 
best and most faithfully serve its in- 
terests. 

The governor-elect considers. it is 
Stated, that ‘the matter of giving sat- 
isfaction to those whose fnterests are 
most inthmately involved in the matter 
0: appointments, should be second only 
to the question of ability and compe 
tency to perform the duties which the 
law requires.

Union City, Tenn, January 18.—The 
trial of Ed Marshall, one of the most 
prominent farmers of Obion county, was 
called in the circuit court today. Mar- 
shall was indicted for the murder of 
Captain Quenten Rankin and is said to 
have been one of the night rider leaders. 
He ‘was released soon after his arrest on 
a bond of $25,000, the largest criminal 
bond in the history of the state. 

Judge Jones named a. venire of oné 
hundred men to appear in court in the 
morning, from whom the jury will be 
selected.

Borah was further’ considered, resulting 
in the,adoption of another amendment 
fixing the speaker’s salary at $15,000. 

Senator Fulton spoke in favor of Sen- 
ator Borah’s point of order. He said it 
had been announced that’ owtng to the 
unsatisfactory condition of the national 
treasury there would be no general 
river and harbor bill this yéar, and 
added that if such great improvements 
are to be interfered with this was not 
a proper time y 2 increase these sal- 
aries. 

Senators Depew, Elkins; Bourne and 
Owen favored the increases proposed in 


| the sefrate amendments, while Senator 


Bailey opposed them. 
_ Railey Opposés Increase. 

Mr. Bailgy declared that evéry posi- 
tion in the gift of -the government 
should be sought for the honon and “not 
for the emolument, and that the *sal- 
aries should be only sufficient to provide 
proper living and education of chil- 
dren. ; 

““We are told here that the salaries 
are inadequate to provide ok ay og 
which high officials are expétted ‘fo 
give,” said Mr. Bailey. “I am inclined 
to think that it would be a fortunate 
thing to reduce the salaries, if to re- 
duce them would reduce the amount of 
entertdining. I have found that men 
who entertain most are not the men 
who do the public work best, and if 
these men want to spend their time in 
entertainment, they should not: spend 
the people’s money.”

‘““TIf a private citizen of New York 
wants to give a feast to monkeys, he 
mnerely wants to entdrtain his ances- 
tors, and he has a right to do it. If 
the president is not rich enough to give 
a great banquet, let him give a modest 
one and invite men for what they are 
worth, instead of for what they pos- 
sess.”

Robert J. Eckhardt 
Was appointed receiver by the Travis 
county state court on the theory that 
Such appointment was necessary to pre- 
serve the property of the cOmpany until 
the penalty imposed could be collected. 

The action of the Travis court was 
affirmed by the Téxas court of civil 
appeals, but before it could be further 
appealed to, the supreme court of the 
State, H. Clay Pierce and B. W. Pal- 
mer, both stockholders in the company, 
Undertook to secure the appointment of 
a receiver of their own selection by the 
United States circuit court for the east- 
ern district of Texas, and while thet 
court responded to their prayer by 
making such an appointment, fts de- 
cisien was overruled by the United 
States court of appeals, and it was be- 
cause of this latter decision that the 
company brought the case to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

The finding of the court of appeals in 
this case was affirmed by Justice Day's 
decision, the general effect in the de- 
cisions of the two cases being to com- 
pletely indorse the state courts in the 
selection of a receiver. The principal 
Opinion in the cases was handed down 
in the ouster case involving the fine 
imposed by the state courts. 

Dealing with the contention that the 
alleged conspiracy between the Waters 
Pierce Company and the Standard com- 
pany to control the price of oil in 
Texas was outside the state of Texas, 
and, therefore, not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Texas courts, Justice Day 
Said that the agreement had been ex- 
ecuted within the state.

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lossal example history affords of the 
successful administration by men of 
European blood of a thickly populated 
region in another continent. It is the 
greatest feat of the kind that has been 
performed since the break-up of the 
Roman empire. Indeed, it is a greater 
feat than was performed under the Ro- 
man empire. Unquestionably mistakes 
have been made; it would indicate 
qualities literally superhuman if so gi- 
gantic a task had been accomplished 
without mistakes. It is easy enough to 
point out shortcomings; but the fact re- 
mains that the successful administra- 
tion of the Indian empire by the Eng- 
lish has been one of the most notable 
and most admirable achievements of 
the white race during the past two cen- 
turies. On the whole it has been for 
the immeasurable benefit of the na- 
‘tives of India themselves. Suffering has 
been caused in particular cases and at 
| particular times to these _ natives; 
much more often, I believe, by well- 
intentioned ignorance or bad judgment 
than by any moral obliquity. Bur on 
the whole ‘there has been a far more 
resolute effort to do justice, a far more 
resolute effort to secure fair treatment. 
for the humble and the oppressed dur- 
ing the days of Wnglish rule in India 
than during any other period of re- 
co Indian history. &ngland does 
not draw a penny from India for Eng- 
lish purposes; sbe spends for India 
the revenues raised in India; and they 
are spent for the benefit of the Indians 
themselves. Undoubtedly India is a less 
pleasant place than formerly for the 
heads of tyrannical states. 
In the Phillipines. 
The speaker briefly reviewed Ameri- 


can rule in the Philippines as follows: 
“Finally, take our Own experience

“The twentieth century will see and 
is now seeing the transformation of 
Africa into a new world. Within a few 
years its vast domain has been parti- 
tioned among various Ewuropeon nations. 
These nations are expending enormous 
sums of money and utilizing their best 
Statesmanship and colonizing abilittes 
in the development of colonial empires 
of wide extent and extraordinary mate- 
rial possibilities.” 


Religion Indispensiple. 


Mr. Roosevelt drew a vivid forecast 
of the future of Africa, and declared: 

‘The representative of the Christian 
religion must have his place side by 
side with the man of government and 
trade, and for generations that repre- 
sentative must be supplied in the per- 
son of the foreign missionary from 
America and Europe. Civilization can 
only be permanent and continue a 
blessing to any people if, in addition to 
promoting their material well-being, it 
also stands for an orderly individual 
liberty, for the growth of intelligence, 
and for equal justice in the adminis- 
tration of law. Ohristianity alone 
meets these fundamental requirements.” 


Without them we might easily become 
raw, untamed Anglo-Saxons, making 
much of Magna Charta, bellowing about 
an effete Bill of Rights, or even ready 
to fight for freedom of thought, free- 
dom of speech and freedom of the press, 
as did our uncivilized ancestors at Lex- 
ington and Bunker Hill.’’ 

“And. Mr. Chairman, should the gens. 
tlemen who view this curious figure 
with feigned admiration, ask me how 
any son of Adam can be at the same 
time a hay-tedder, a jocularity and a 
gargoyle, I can only answer that this 
particular hero is an eccentric excep- 
tion to all rules, a solecism sui generis, 
a mixed metaphor vivant, an impossi- 
bility, a@ comet that roves at wili re- 
gardless of the limitations of ordered 
las that apply to earth and moon, to 
stars and planets.

On the point that the proceedings of 
the state against the company had not 
been a due process of law, the court 
held: 

“That state legislatures have the 
right to deal with the subject matter 
and prevent unlawful combinations, to 
prevent competition and in restraint of 
trade, and to prohibit and punish 
monopolies is not open to question. Hay- 
ing the power to pass laws of this 
character, of course, the state may pro- 
vide for proceedings to enforce the 
same. The state, keeping within con- 
stitutional limitations, may provide its 
Own method of procedure and deter- 
mine the methods and means by which 
such laws may be made effectual. We 
a@re not prepared to say that there was 
@ deprivation of due process of law, be- 
cause the statute permitted and the 
court charged that there might be a 
conviction only for acts which accom- 

lished the prohibited result but also 

or these which tend or are reasona- 
bly calculated to bring about the things 
forbidden.” 

Justice Day also diseussed the conten- 
tion that the fines imposed were exces- 
Sive, saying that the business done in 
Texas by the company very ex. 
tensive .and highly profitable, the 
property amounting to more than $40,- 
000,000, and its dividends as high as 
700 per cent per annum. “Assuming,” 
he said, “‘that the defendant was guilty 
of a violation of laws over a period of 
years, and in transacting business upon 
so large a scale, we are not prepared to 
Say that there was want of due process 
of law in the penalties imposed.”

Immediately after 
the opening prayer by ‘Rev. E. L. Hill, 
pastor of the Presbyterian church, Dean 
Snelling read to those present the 
message from Chancellor Barrow, writ- 
ten by the beloved head of the univer- 
sity for this occasion.

Unless the national legislative body suppresses some of the teeth: | 
gritting, hair-bristling spirit which appears to take on renewed force every 
time anything is said at the white house, the probabilities are that it will,

_ Every time the president says anything ‘that pertains to congress, either 

directly or in the most remote way, that body seems to indulge in a-fresh

These fits have been so frequent of late that congress has worked itself 
into a magnificent ana all-absorbing frenzy, and the object of its wrath bids 
fair to be the chief subject of its legislation. / 

President Roosevelt may have been rather rash and indiscreet in some | 
of the things he has said, but he has slandered no. one nor can reasonable | 
interpretation accuse him of attack upon unquestioned - “honesty. 

But the congress appears to have construed his criticisms—in the main 
upon things open to criticism—as an indiscriminate assault upon its mem-

That is a mooted question. The consensus of lega] opinion appears 


to be that the governor is without this power except in cases where the local: 
authorities admit their inability to cope with lawlessness, as in the case of 
a@ mob, and cal] upon the executive for military assistance. 

But aside from that and of graver concern is the question of the ad- 
visability of such executive interference. 

We cannot believe that upon careful consideration our 
would hold deficient a law denying such power. 

Experience teaches not only the futility but the danger in attempting 
to drive by force the minds of men. 

Force may compel the body while it lasts, ut the stubbornness of the 
mind grows upon it. 

For daring to assert the revolution of the earth about the sun the phi- 
losopher Galileo was cast into a dungeon. “But it does move, all the same,” 
was the only consolation the sceptics got when they went to the prison to 
find a broken will. 

The Tillman regime made desperate effort to achieve its purpose by ex- 
ecution of its threat to ram the dispensary law down the throats of the 
people of Charleston with the bayonet. 

But Charleston answered ‘only with renewed vigor in its contempt and 
violation. 

Northern bayonets were sent to force sumptuary laws and regulations 
upon the people of the south in the turbulent days of reconstruction. The 
south answered with defiance and lawlessness was bred upon the effort. 

Who doubts but that Charleston and the south would have fared far 
better and proven vastly more tractable and amenable to law had they not 
been \visited with the methods of the inquisition? 

What folly to assume that the bayonet can accomplish that in which the 
rack and the stake failed so utterly and completely! 

Force may compel obedience for the moment, but let it wane or disap- 
pear and it leaves doubly intensified the spirit ef violation. 

There is no purpose in this to condone Savannah’s or any other com- 
munity’s wilful or unrestrained violation of a statute of the state. The 
spirit of resistance and disobedience to law, wherever and under whatever 
circumstances it may exist, is deeply to be deprecated. 

But there are two ways of treating such a spirit, one conciliatory and 
persuasive under which it must at least diminish in strength, the other by 
armed force which can only feed its fire and call new recruits about the 
standard of its determined and unrelenting resistance. 

In this connection it will be of interest to note just what the Sav annah 
spirit is. P

$5.50 per month. The report, in full, 
is as follows: 

“During the year 1908,

At the outset the warehouse ques- 
tion and other matters were placed in 
the hgds of special committees for 
consideration and report. 

One of the most interesting actions 
taken at the meeting was the passage 
of a resolution providing for the adop- 
tion of a uniform suit of cotton cloth- 
ing to be worn by farmers while at 
work on the farm. A committee will 
take the matter in hand for the pur- 
pose of perfecting the details. If the 
3,000,000 members of the union 
throughout the ‘country fall in line with 
this new movement and provide them- 
selves with working suits of cotton 
cloth it is apparent that they will at 
once create a new and important use 
for their great product. 

Right in line with this action was the 
passage of a resolution by unanimrus 
vote to insist on and encourage the ex- 
tension of the uses of cotton in. the 
‘manufacture of bags and bagging used 
in covering commercial packages. 

An interesting feature of the after- 
noon session was the address of J. P. 
Campbell, of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, on the subject of 
the agricultural demonstration work 
which is now being done by the depart- 
ment under the direction of Dr. Knapp. 
Following this address, resolutions 
were passed highly commendatory of 
Dr. Knappis important work. An ad- 
dress by E. Gentry, of Georgta, along 
similar lines was also hear@ with much 
interest. 

The convention will be in session to- 
day and before it adjourns will take 
consolidation of the union ware- 
houses, of which there are now about 
100 in Georgia. The warehouse move- 
ment is one of the most important fea- 
tures of the union’s program, and it is 
along this line that the organization’s 
future efforts will be most closely 
watched by the great commercial in- 
terests of the world.

Augusta, Ga., January !8.—That the 
president-elect nas not determined who 
is to be his secretary of the treasury 
is indicated by the circumstance that he 
today had a consultation with J. ©.

Intoxicants. 


Trenton, N. J., January 18.—The ex- 
tise commission appointed by Judge 
Fort a vear ago to investigate the excise 
question, today submitted. to the gov- 
»ernor a draft of ‘the proposed law ‘to 
y take the place of the present legislation 
On the liquor traffic question. 

It contemplates 4. complete ™ revision 
of the present liquor laws of the state. 
It provides first of all for the election 


af excise boards, the boards to be chosen | 


at special elections and the license to 
divided into five classes. Class A, re- 
tail; class B, wholesale: class C, beer 
bottler license; class D, license for the 
- Selling of liquor on cars or steamboats; 


class E, license for clubs to sell to mem- | 


bers only. 

The bill limits the numb of 
Places to one for every five hundred. 
inhabitants, but this 1s not to operate 
azainst the renewal of existing licenses. 

The selling of liquor on Sunday under 
all circumstances is absolutely pro- 
hibited, and retail places may only sell 
between midnight and 6 a. m., where 
they have a spedial license for that 
purpose. . 

The special feature of the bill is that 
bartenders shall be registered. The 
power to.revoke licenses is vested in 
thg county court. The bill also pro- 
hibits brewers and wholesale liquor 
dealers being directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any licenses.

vary ! and !6 at only 170,000 bales. An- 
other private estimate made the

Master Betty, Who, It Appears, Over- 
stayed His Welcome. 
It may interest:readers to know that 


be , precise—the country was worshiping 
at the shrine-ofc. 12-year-old prodigy, 


Ing of his, time,-says The Glasgow Mail. 
While at the. height of his fame and 
popularity this Infantile marvel vis- 
ited, améng otlér places, Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, and in. beth of these towns 
he is said to ‘have created a hitherto 
undreamt of sensation. 

The wonderful. youngster’s name was 
William. Henry West Betty, and he 
was Irish to ‘the backbone. His his- 
trionic capabilities were evidently born 
with him, for it jis recorded that when 
at the age of eight his father treated” 
him to his first visit to the theater 
young Betty at the conclusion of the | 
Play solemnly. informed his parent that 
he had decided to be an actor himself. 

How the youngster subsequently came 
to get a’ footing on the stage is not 
known, but in the month of August, 
1803, we find him making his first ap- 
pearance, performing the leading part 
in a poplilar drama at a Belfast thea- 
ter. He leaped at one bound into the 
very forefront of popularity, and it is 
said,that on one occasion when he 
turned Ht the whole nation awaited 
with feverish yariety the different bul- 
letins which were regularly issued to 
tell of young ‘Betty’s condition. 

The voy'’s. first appearance in Glas-
